A Paramos engineer described by law-en- 
orcement authorities as the recording secretary 
3r the North American Man-Boy Love Assoc i- 
tion (NAMBLA) has been sentenced to five 
ears in prison for having an illicit sexual rela- 
tonship with a 15-year-old boy. 

"The message must go out that children must 
e protected, in sex or anything else. Children 
ave a special place in society, and it's got to be 
bat way/* said Superior Court Judge Alfred D. 
chiaffo in sentencing James E. Cooper, an ad- 
mitted pedophile (an adult with an abnormal de- 
ire for children). 

Cooper maintained that he had done nothing 
'rong by having sexual relations with the youth, 
n Irvington resident identified as D.C. 

VII somebody didn't help him [the boy).. he. 
/as going to end up in the streets on drugs," said 
'ooper in a 45-miaute speech in the Hackensack 
ourtroom Friday. "I guess I made a mistake 
ecause I took (him) in. ! guess I should've ig- 
ored him, but I did care. So and I let him into 
iy life, and he changed from a hostile boy. M 

Cooper, 41, was described by his attorney as 
courageous" for his homosexual rights activ- 



ism. NAMBLA advocates decriminalizing sex 
between adults and youngsters below the age of 
consent, which is 18 in New Jersey. 

Cooper asked for probation and a term of 
community service as an alternative to prison. 

Noting that Cooper had received threats 
after his arrest in June 1983. attorney Charles 
Grossman of West Orange said, "He's going to be 
exposed to a danger for his very survival if he 
goes to jail." 

Grossman painted a portrait of Cooper as a 
well-liked former schoolteacher In Parslppany- 
Troy Hills and a former Boy Scout leader. The 
attorney said many of Cooper's colleagues from 
other states had written to the judge in praise of 
the slim, soft-spoken man. 

At a trial In October, the gangly, sandy- 
haired victim, who is now 18, testified that he 
and Cooper had sex three or four times a month 
-from February 1981 until after Jus J6th birthday 
in October 1981, and that Cooper 'nad*warned 
him to keep their relations a secret. Cooper de- 
nied that the sexual incidents occurred before 
the boy's 16th birthday. 

A jury convicted Cooper of two counts each 
of sexual assault and criminal sexual contact, 
which would have made him eligible for a seven- 
year prbon term. 



Judge Schlaffo said he would not Impose the 
maximum term on Cooper because It was his 
first criminal offense. The judge also allowed 
Cooper to remain ffee on $10,000 ball pending 
appeal. 

Assistant Bergen County Prosecutor Bay 
Farrington had urged Schlaffo to Incarcerate 
Cooper to deter other NAMBLA members from 
future sex acts with, young boys. "Nobody wants 
someone leading Boy Scouts or teaching young 
people with such a philosophy/' Farrington said. 
'This man has been called courageous; this man 
is gutless." 

But the judge Interjected himself in the pros- 
ecutor's argument to say, "1 am sentencing 
someone. It has nothing to do with his political 
expressions. He's not to be sentenced only to 
deter an organization that you or I disagree 
with." 

Two other men allegedly* affiliated with 
NAMBLA who were arrested at the same time as 
Cooper pleaded guilty to sexual charges after 
Cooper's conviction. 

Ylnrent Albrecht, 43, of 325 Summit St., Clif- 
ton, a banker, and Lawrence Plunkett, 41, of 77 
North Drive, Rochelie Park, are due to be sen- 
tenced by Judge Schiaffo this month.

Ten days after the convicfoon of the reputed 
recording secretary of the North American Man- 
Boy Love Association (NAMBLA), two more men 
allegedly aflHiated* with the pedophile rights 
group have p[e&de4 guilty to charges that could 
bring them five-year prison terms, 

Vincent Aibrecht, 43, of 325 Summit St, Clif- 
ton, a banker, pleaded guilty to sexoaUy assault- 
ing a M-year-old boy in AJbrechi'a former home 
in Bogota in June «9ii. Lawrenc# Plunkett, 41, 
of 77 North Drive, EochelJe Park, pleaded guilty 
to taking nude photographs of another youth, age 
14. Plunkett, a department store manager, ad- 
mitted taking the photographs in his former 
home in Garfield in 1M0. 

In return for the guilty pleas, the Bergen 
County Prosecutor's Office agreed to drop 13 
additional counts of an indictment against Ai- 
brecht and six additional counts of an indictment 
agaifot Plunkett 

Prosecutor Larry McClure said yesterday 
hat the plea bargains were negotiated to spare 
the victims additional trauma. 

Of Albrecbt and Plunkett, McClure said "I 
want them to go to /ail My office is going to - 
at sentencing — request custodial terms/' 

McClure said the guilty pleas may have been 
prompted by the Oct. 21 conviction of James & 
Cooper, a 41-year-old P*nmm engineer said to 
be the recording secretary of NAMBLA, an or- 
ganization of homosexuals dedicated to abolish- 
ing the age of sexual consent, which is 1* to New 
Jersey. 

A Jury in Superior Court in Hackensack con- 
victed Cooper of four counts of sexually assault- 
ing an Frvington youth who was 16 at the time. 
Csopcr faces up to 30 years In prison when he is 
sentenced Jan. 8. 

Superior Court Judge Alfred D. Schiaffo, who 
presided over Cooper's trial, accepted the guilty 
plaas of Aibrecht and Plunkett yesterday. 

Cooper, Aibrecht, Plunkett, and John Stack- 
house t a nurse who lives in Uttie Falls, were 
Indicted In August 1982 after being arrested the 
previous June. 

Aibrecht, who was a vice-president of Bank- 
ers Trust In New York at the time of his arrest, 
was identified by law-enforcement authorities as 
a NAMBLA member, while Stackhouse and 
Plunkett were alleged to have attended meetings 
of the organization. Plunkett was working as a 
mnager of a K mart store in Belleville when be 
*as arrested. 

The charges against Stackhouse are still 
pending, along with May 1983 charges against a 
Glen Rock man, Louis "Chip" DeflTaa, a part- 
time reporter for The Ridgewood News. Deffaa, 
who has notbesn linked to NAMBLA, \s charged' 
with sexually assaulting the same youth whom 
Cooler was convi r f r rf oi awwHlUn*. 
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Sex with man began 
at 15, boy tells court

A 17-year-old Irvlngton boy, who is 
the star witness In the Bergen Coun- 
ty Prosecutor's Office's cases a- 
galnsi alleged members of a pedo- 
phile rights group, testified yester- 
day that he had a sexual relationship 
with a 41-year-old Paramos engi- 
neer before reaching the age of con- 
sent 

The ' gangly, sandy-haired youth 
said he and James Cooper had sex- 
ual encounters three or four times a 
month from February 1981 until 
weil past his I6th birthday in Octo- 
ber of that year. 

The youth, Identified only as D.C., 
will be 18 Monday. He testified yes- 
terday that Cooper told him to Keep 
their relations a secret until D.C, 
turned 18, because sex with boys un- 
der that age is illegal in New Jersey. 

Cooper of 651 Forest Ave., an engi- 
neer for a computer company, is the 
first of five members of the North 
American Man-Boy Love Associ- 
ation to stand trial for alleged child 
molesting Involving D.C., D.C.'s 
younger brother, and another youth. 

At his first trial in June, Cooper 
was acquitted of two charges and 
the Jury could not reach a verdict on 
four other counts, which are the sub- 
ject of the new proceeding before 
Superior Court Judge Alfred D. 
Schiaffo In Hacxcnsacfc. 

The Jury's indecision on the first 
trial seemed to 3tem from contra- 
dictory statements made by D.C. un- 
der cross-examination as to the time 
the sex acts took place. If the acts 
occurred after his 18th birthday, 
they would not be illegal under New 
Jersey law.

Tbe alleged victim, identified as D,C, 
testified thai be and Cooper engaged is 
oral sex between February 1981 and Octo- 
ber 1M1, before D.C's 16th birthday. Tbe 
youth, who will turn 18 Monday, said Coo- 
per instructed him not to disclose their sex 



acts because It was Illegal In New Jersey 
to have set with a child under age 16. 

Tbe trial, which began Tuesday, was 
Cooper's second for tbe same alleged 
crimes. At the first trial in June, the vic- 
tim contradicted himself on the dates 
when the acts occurred. The Jury acquitted 
Cooper of two counts and was unable to 
reach a verdict on the remaining four, 
which are the subject of the new triaL 

Cooper's defense is that tbe sex acts oc- 
curred after D.a was 16. His attorney. 
Charles Grossman, asked jurors yesterday 



to set aside their feelings on homosexual- 
ity and consider only the youth's contradic- 
tory statements about the dates of his eo- 
counters with Cooper. 

"If it's after tbe 16th birthday, It's no 
crime, even if you don't approve,*' the law- 
yer said. 

Cooper is said by law-enforcement au- 
thorities to be the recording secretary of 
the North American Man-Boy Love Asso- 
ciation, an organization that advocates ttw 
abolition of the age of sexual consent.
